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The Road to Better Breeding |. 


By MARK H. KEENEY, Superintendent of Overbrook Dairy in New Jersey 


Kditor’s Note: This address was given Keb. 17 over Station 
WGY, as one of the series of breed broadcasts, a regular Friday 
feature from this Station. 


Fellow Dairymen of America, and especially my good Hol- 
stein friends: 

There is no short road to real progress in the breeding 
of better dairy cattle. Only by intelligent selections and 
matings accompanied by patience and perseverance can 
we hope for sustained improvement. Intelligent selections 
must be based on a thorough knowledge of a cow’s in- 
herent ability for production, as shown by the record per- 
formance of herself, her ancestry, and her progeny. 

The dairy cow represents a very complex inheritance 
and our knowledge of her inheritance must be based on 
facts. Guesswork usually leads to disaster. The factors 
of body conformation (type) are visible to the eye and can 
be readily seen. The factors, or combination of factors, 
which control, limit, or stimulate the ability to produce 
milk and butterfat are not visible factors. Records alone 
can give us a sound guide for selection of a cow’s produc- 
tive inheritance. Certain visible factors of conformation 
are indicative of a cow’s worth as a milk producer. How- 
ever, we know. from many years of experience, that given 
two or more cows or groups of cows of equal merit in con- 
formation, as far as the eye can see, these cows or groups 
vary widely in producing ability. 

The problem, and it is a very serious one, before the 
dairy cattle breeders of America, is to segregate the low 
producers from the high and good producers, to discard 
the low producers, and by intelligent matings of high pro- 
ducers to fix the factors of high production so ‘they may 
be uniformly transmitted to succeeding generations. We 
must breed cattle whose high producing ability is a true 
and fixed character and not just a chance combination of 


factors. This must be done, not alone in a few individual 
herds, but in every herd of registered dairy cattle in 
America. Otherwise, we have no legitimate reason for 
registering our so-called pure bred cattle. The term “pure 
bred,” if it is to survive, must mean pure for high pro- 
duction as well as for color and other characters. Nicks 
and sperts in breeding will have relatively little im- 


portance in our road to improvement. And while we must 
recognize and continually search for combinations of blood 
lines which blend well, our main source of improvement 
must come from an intelligent determination of which 
animals carry a true high level of inherent production and 
which ones carry a low level of production. The low pro- 
ducers must be ruthlessly discarded. 3y_—=sintelligent 
matings of our better producers we can, and will in due 
time, eliminate from their inheritance the factors of low 
production and fix as a true character the factors of high 
production to be transmitted with definite assurance to 
succeeding generations. Formulas or indexes alone, or 
any other proposed short cut, will not show us the way. 
They are of value and considerable help if honestly and 
intelligently applied, but if not they are very misleading. 
Great cattle are bred by sense and judgment and not 
by proxy or formulae. The only program that will achieve 


our goal requires honest practical records of production 
on all our registered cows, on all the daughters of a bull, 


and on all the dams of these daughters. I use the term 
“practical” records of production advisably. A cow can 
not transmit her environment. Factors of environment 


which go beyond the realms of good dairy practice, and: 
which thereby contribute to increased production, are mis- 
leading to ourselves and to others. The guiding thought 
in all our records and testing should be to determine the 
true worth of each and all of our cows to the end and 
that we may improve the average of all our herds and of 
all the herds which use our blood lines. 

Let us pause for a moment and 
testing of our registered cattle in America, and its re- 
sults, as compared with Denmark. In Denmark, they have 
done mass testing for the past 50 years with the resuit 
that they have today the best average dairy cattle in the 
world. In America, we have done individual testing with 
the result that we have today the best individual cow rec- 


consider the record 


ords in the world but which has resulted in only a very 
limited improvement of our breeds’ average producing 
ability. Our weakness is, and has continually been, the 
failure to eliminate from our herds and our herd books 
the low producing animals. These low producers per- 
petuate themselves and their low ability, to continually 
dilute the average ability of our registered cattle. Yet we 


continue to call these low producers pure breds. 
are ‘pure bred’ for what?” 
ability. 


“They 
Pure only for low producing 


Yet, we have among our registered dairy cattle in 
America the best dairy cows in the world and a majority - 


of so-called pure breds are worthy of the name. These 
better pure breds represent a bright future for general , 
breed improvement if we will but segregate them and 
eliminate all others Individual breeders are doing this , 
but they do not constitute a majority, probably only a 
small minority. The great need is for all breeders of .- 
registered dairy cattle all over America to get produc- 
tion records on all their registered cows. When this is 


done we will witness the greatest advance in average pro- 
duction yet known in this country. : 

Our hope of substantial improvement lies with the pure 
bred breeders of America. We must embark on a program ., 
of mass testing. To achieve this, it must be a voluntary ” 
procedure. No plan of restricted registration or prohibi- ¢ 
tive legislation by our breed associations will be success- | 
ful. The responsibility in carrying forward this program 
lies, I believe, mainly with the Agricultural Extension 
Forces of our State Colleges of Agriculture because they 
have the only organization that is in direct personal con- 
tact with all of our breeders of registered dairy cattle. 
Fortunately, each of our Breed Associations is today able 
to offer all breeders an economical and comprehensive plan 
of record testing, no matter what his environments are. 
I refer to the Herd Improvement Tests and Advance Regis- 
try Tests.

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Canada’s 50th Annual Meeting 


Donald McPhee President—Tom Dent Honored—Russian Barter Favored 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada held 

its fiftieth annual meeting in the Royal York Hotel 

at Toronto on February 9. It was a most harmon- 
ious gathering and one of the best attended meetings in 
the long history of the organization. About two hun- 
dred were present at the meeting in the afternoon, and 
two hundred fifty at the annual evening banquet. Presi- 
dent W. J. Elgie occupied the chair throughout the 
whole day’s proceedings. 


The first order of business was the presentation of 
reports of officers and special committees. Secretary- 
Treasurer George M. Clemons reported registrations in 
the amount of 21,076 as compared with 22,476 the 
previous year, and transfers totaling 16,198 comparing 
with 18,777 the preceding year. Four hundred thirty- 
five new members joined during the year, the total 
membership on January 1, 1933, standing at 4,142. 
The Secretary’s record showed 15 head imported into 
Canada and 4,896 head exported during the past year. 
Yearly testing for production continued to _ increase, 
2,234 R. O. P. certificates having been issued last year 
as against 1,953 the previous year, a 14% increase. 


President Elgie presented the report of the Finance 
Committee, of which he is chairman, and further ex- 
planation of its details was made by the association’s 
accountant, J. L. Pocock. There was a decrease of over 
$10,000 in actual revenue for the year on account of 
existing conditions and reduction of the penalty fee for 
females over two years of age, as approved at the pre- 
vious annual meeting. Expenses were reduced com- 
parably, however, so that the association shows an oper- 
ating surplus for the year of $2,237.85. In the operat- 
ing statement, the largest items are Extension Service, 
$23,143.15; salaries and wages, $14,692.60, and grants 
to fairs, $10,882. Total assets of the association amount 
to $85,595.52, of which $34,835 is in the form of stocks 
and bonds, their splendid office property being carried 
on the books at $41,580. 


H. W. Parkinson, chairman of the Extension Service 
Committee, presented the report of that committee, 
and following its presentation a resolution was adopted 
expressing the appreciation of the association for Mr. 
Parkinson’s efforts as chairman. R. B. Faith, director 
of the Extension Service, reported on the details of 
their work during the year, which included 85 judging 
demonstrations with an attendance of 1,650; field days, 
totaling fifteen, with an attendance of 5,500. Calf Club 
work has been stressed and now totals forty-five clubs

of our breed with a membership of 670, and seven bull 
calf clubs having forty-seven members, this develop- 
ment being still in an experimental stage. Increased 
R. O. P. work was another project of the extension 
service and while there was an increase over the pre- 
vious year, the goal aimed for was not reached. Mr. 
Faith reported that the exhibits of Holsteins at fairs 
were probably the largest and most satisfactory in the 
history of the breed in Canada. He reported also that 
more good bulls were placed last year than ever before. 
Under the head of publicity, 6,000 articles were sent 
out from the extension office during the year. 


Concrete, or perhaps we should say “plaster of 
paris’? evidence of Extension Service activity was pres- 
ent in the rotunda of the Royal York Hotel in the form 
of a life-size model of Springbank Snow Countess with 
a pile of butter cartons representing her world’s cham- 
pionship life-time performance, and appropriate plac- 
ards telling of her achievements. It attracted the atten- 
tion of every guest at the Royal York during the week 
whether a Holstein fan or otherwise, and we understand 
marks the first time that a commercial display has ever 
been permitted in the Royal York rotunda. 


George V. Arbogast, chairman of the Fairs Commit- 
tee, presented a report of the work done by the associa- 
tion in this department. A list of twenty-two fairs re- 
ceived grants totaling $10,882.88, the two largest items 
being $2,316 for the Canadian National Exhibition and 
$1,930 for the Royal Winter Fair. 


Upon the adoption of these reports, President Elgie 
presented his annual address, which will be presented 
in full in this or a later issue. In addition to his printed 
remarks, Mr. Elgie referred to the fact that this was 
the Golden Anniversary of the Association and listed 
the twenty men who have served as president of the 
Association since 1912. Of these, eight are now living. 
He also expressed the congratulations of the Association 
to Tom Dent on the work of his cow, Springbank Snow 
Countess, life-time champion over all breeds, and re- 
ferred to his visit to Prince Edward Island last summer 
where he saw another great Canadian Holstein that is 
making national history in life-time production work, 
this being Jean Abbekerk Pontiac. 


Secretary Clemons then presented the minutes of 
the meeting of the Board of Directors, which carried 
the recommendations of the Board on the _ various 
amendments proposed for action at this meeting. 

















HONORING TOM DENT AND COUNTESS 
In the rotunda of the Royal York, in the presence of the life 
size replica of Springbank Snow Countess, new lifetime cham- 
pion over all breeds, her owner and breeder, T. R. Dent, Wood- 
stock, Ont., was presented with a beautiful gold watch, the 
presentation being made by Premier G. S. Henry, himself an 
active Holstein breeder, on behalf of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of Canada. Besides Premier Henry and Mr. Dent, 
others who can be identified in the above picture include the 
new president, Donald McPhee, the retiring president, W. J. 
Elgie and Mrs. Elgie, Mrs, T. R. Dent, Bob Holtby and others. 
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Amendments to the By-Laws 

The first proposal for amendment to the by-laws 
was Offered by Dunam N. Foster in relation to electoral 
districts. At the present time, Ontario is divided into 
two electoral districts with four directors to be chosen 
from the east and four from the western portion of the 
province. Mr. Foster proposed to have Ontario directors 
chosen at large from the entire province but his motion 
was not supported. 

Laurence Sager, St. George, Ont., offered an amend- 
ment to provide that an individual member, if joining 
a firm, could transfer the membership to the firm with- 
out additional membership charge, and upon dissolution 
of the firm resume his status as an individual member 
by paying dues for the current year. This was supported 
by Mr. Sager, also Director W. L. Carr of Huntingdon, 
Que., and came before the meeting with the endorse- 
ment of the Board of Directors. It was carried unani- 
mously. 

More important than either of these resolutions was 
one offered by Wallace H. Mason, Simcoe, Ont., to re- 
duce the fee to members for registration of females 
under one year of age from $1.50 to $1.00. Amend- 
ment was proposed by Mr. Parkinson from the Board of 
Directors, that this lower fee cover the specific period 
of February 10, 1933 to February 10, 1935. Director 
J. D. Gale, of Guelph, pointed out that this is only in- 
tended as a relief measure for the next two years. Tom 
Dent pointed out that this penalizes the man who has 
been prompt in keeping his calves registered, and P. 
L. Whytoc, of Eaton Hall Farm, suggested that the rule 
apply only to calves born after August 1, 1932. Messrs. 
Kellam, Haviland, Jackson and Lee also took part in 
the discussion of the matter, the amendment finally 
being adopted as offered by Mr. Parkinson, lowering the 
fee on registration of females by members during the 
next two years. 


Next came a resolution offered by Secretary Clemons 
on behalf of the Executive Committee to substitute a 
provision that would bring this association the protect- 
tion of the Live Stock Pedigree Act. This proposed ad- 
dition to the by-laws read as follows: ‘‘No person shall 
sell or contract to sell any animal in Canada as a pure 
bred Holstein-Friesian without furnishing the actual 
buyer with a certification of registration for the said 
animal issued by this Association, together with a 
duly recorded certificate of transfer.’’ The penalty for 
conviction under the Live Stock Pedigree Act is a fine 
for $500 and a jail sentence. Rev. Mr. Snell raised the 
possibility of breeders being victimized under this act, 
and of complications that might ensue here through a 
breeder selling animals for other than breeding pur- 
poses without the papers that sometimes find their way 
into channels of dairy trade. He suggested that the 
word “registered’”’ be substituted for ‘‘pure bred.’”’ Mr. 
McDaniel, of the Live Stock Record Board, stated that 
the Jersey Club has adopted such an amendment the 
previous day and another breed in Canada had adopted 
it last summer. W. L. Carr discussed some of the legal 
aspects of the matter, and remarks were also made by 
Wm. E. Thompson, W. J. Haviland and Ward Jones. 
Mr. Jones suggested that the matter be put over until 
after lunch so that a committee could confer with 
Director Rothwell regarding it. Later in the day, the 
matter was referred to the Executive with instructions to 
have a further discussion with Director Rothwell and 
report their conclusions at the next annual meeting. 


R. M. Holtby, Port Perry, offered an amendment 
having the effect of a three months’ moratorium in pen- 
alty fees for registration of females over one year of 
age for members of their Association, the period to 
extend from March 1 to June 1, 1933. This moratorium 
will apply to animals which were over one year of age 
and under three years on March 1, 1933. The amend- 
ment was unanimously approved. 


Director B. H. Thomson, Moose Jaw, Sask., pro- 
posed that production requirements on females be added 
in connection with the Master Breeder award of the 
Association. Mr. Thomson explained that when this 
award was instituted the rules of the Association re- 
quired production records for Gold Medal cows. Later 
the Gold Medal award was based entirely upon type, 
and he felt that the Master Breeder award should carry 
production as well as type with it. Therefore, he pro- 
posed that Gold Medal and Excellent cows required to 
be bred by the breeder earning the Master Breeder 
award must have exceeded requirements for their ages 
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by 33 1-3%, except for records made in Subdivision B 
(two-time milking) which must exceed requirements 
by 20%, or in lieu thereof must have made three R. O. 
P. records. 

J. D. Gale offered a resolution recommending to the 
Health of Animals Branch compensation on a pure bred 
basis be not paid for reacting animals over one year 
of age not registered at the time of the test, and that 
the department so advise all pure bred owners entering 
herds for tuberculin test. This was adopted. 

The most exictement of the day came in a resolution 
from the Board of Directors and offered by Director B. 
H. Thomson on the subject of Russian barter, which 
was a center of wide discussion in the Canadian press. 
The resolution stated that whereas it appeared that 
preliminary negotiations had been arrived at between 
Russia and Canada to trade Canadian cattle for Russian 
oil, this Association urges the Government of Canada to 
give all details of the proposed trade the most careful 
consideration, and endeavor to find a satisfactory basis 
by which this important market may be opened to 
Canadian cattle. Director S. G. Sims, Manitoba, in sec- 
onding Mr. Thomson’s motion, explained most interest- 
ingly the start of this whole project of barter with Rus- 
sia. Mr. Sims stated that he himself initiated the pro- 
posal after talking with certain Russian immigrants, 
that the matter was found to involve too heavy finance 
for their syndicate to handle and that they accordingly 
took the matter to the Government, and that the syndi- 
cate is willing to step aside in favor of the larger inter- 
ests of Canada, if they are in the way. The proposal, 
Mr. Sims explained, was to exchange $8,000,000 worth 
of cattle and hides for equal value of Russian oil. Fred 
Lee objected somewhat to the wording of the preamble 
of the resolution as possibly being embarrassing to 
either government, but his position was overruled by 
the meeting and the resolution adopted apparently in 
high hope that this outlet for a large number of Can- 
adian cattle may be developed in future years. 

George C. Jackson offered a resolution that bulls 
taken from the stock yards for other than slaughter 
must be inspected and approved by a representative of 
the Department of Agriculture. This was supported 
by W. H. Wilmot, York County Agent, and was adopted. 


A resolution was presented from the Waterloo 
County Holstein Breeders Club condemning the over- 
fitting of young animals at shows and urging the Asso- 
ciation to take some steps to end this practice. J. D. 
Gale made a disinction between over-fitting and over 
fatting and stated he would like to see the Association 
instruct its judges to agree on a place to start along 
this line. Jack Fraser expressed his agreement with 
Mr. Gale on the evils of young animals being too fat. 
W. J. Haviland also commented along the same line. 
Clarence Bollert, however, raised the question as to 
where the judges would draw the line and expressed his 
belief that many more cattle are spoiled by under-feed- 
ing than by over-feeding. Mr. Gale moved that the 
meeting go on record as favoring discrimination by our 
judges in the ring against over-fat young animals. This 
was seconded by Mr. Fraser and after further discussion 
by Fred Hampton, of Manor Farm, and others, the 
resolution was adopted. Later in the meeting, George 
C. Jackson moved, and W. L. Carr seconded, that the 
Board of Directors arrange to assemble their judges 
with a view to arriving at more uniform decisions when 
judging at exhibitions. 


The Election of Officers 

Ontario members present at the annual meeting 
elect their directors by ballot, directors from other 
provinces having previously been elected by mail ballot 
of their members. For eastern Ontario there were only 
four nominations for the four places, after Bob Holtby 
declined renomination to the board, which made easy 
the election of D. A. McPhee of VanKleek Hill, A. J. 
Tamblyn of Orono, Fred Hubbs of Bloomfield, and 
James Henderson of Portsmouth. For western Ontario, 
ten were nominated, the four elected being H. W. 
Parkinson of Hagersville, Laurence Sager of St. George, 
J. D. Gale of Guelph, and T. R. Dent of Woodstock. 
Directors from other provinces previously elected were 
as follows: Prince Edward Island: H. J. Kennedy, 
Southport; Nova Scotia: Walter S. Dickie, Truro; New 
Brunswick, Lorne Logan, Sussex; Quebec: W. L. Carr, 
Huntington, and R. P. Charbonneau, Montreal; Mani- 
toba; S. G. Sims, Stonewall; Saskatchewan: B. H,

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The Home of Man-O-Wars 


MPIRE ORMSBY JOSEPHINE, a daughter of Man- 
EF; O-War, has just completed a sensational record in 

the herd of William Schmidt’s Sons, St. Peter, 
Minnesota. Superintendent Norton’s figures on her 
year record, made in senior two-year-old form, are— 
1,093.50 lbs. butter (874.8 lbs. fat), from 21,762.6 lbs. 
of milk, showing an average test of over 4%. She is 
well along in calf and will qualify for a ten months’ 
record. In the completion of this remarkable record 
she adds materially to the pyramiding glory of her il- 
lustrious sire, Man-O-War. As this story is written, 
Man-O-War, had he lived, would not yet be ten years of 
age; yet, in that brief span of years he has accomplished 
enough through the work of his offspring in the show 
ring and the production tests to rate with the great 
sires of all times. In the show season just completed, 
the dominance of his offspring was sensational. His 
four-year-old son, Man-O-War 30th, undefeated over a 
long circuit, was named All-American Aged Bull; his 
four-year-old daughter, Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, 
undefeated in class and several times a grand champion, 
received the award of All-American four-year-old; four 
of his offspring made up one of the great Get-of-Sire 
groups of all time, repeating their triumphs of the year 
before in taking the All-American award. In addition 
to these smashing triumphs, Man-O-War sired both 
members of the All-American Produce of Cow group, 
sired that great, winning A. R. Get of Sire at Waterloo 
and a number of other individuals that placed high in 
the showings throughout the country, including Man- 
O-War Monarch, winning junior yearling bull at Water- 
loo and named as Reserve All-American. Man-O-War 
now ranks second as sire of All-Americans. 

It was through his great producing daughters that 

Man-O-War first gained national recognition as a sire. 
He now has sixteen daughters that have completed long 
time records. All running in heifer form, their records 
average over 700 lbs. of fat, showing an average test 
of better than 3.7%; thirteen of these qualified for 
ten months’ records in the same lactation. To date his 
list of tested daughters includes four with over 1,000 
Ibs. of butter (800 lbs. of fat); all were made in heifer 
form and several are now well along in test that will 
materially increase the list of ‘1,000-lb.”’ daughters. 
All these remarkable happenings in the past three years 
lead one to inquire regarding the future of the Man-O- 
Wars and of the home of the Man-O-Wars, where the 
old bull spent his entire life of service and all of his 
sensational offspring were bred and born. Perhaps it 
would be interesting to learn something of the men who 
have made these things possible. 
In 1909, with his wife, four sons and three daugh- 
ters, William Schmidt journeyed from New York state 
to take up farming in the Middle-West. Formerly a 
successful contractor, his health failed and his doctor 
advised that he move into the country. The fertile 
fields of the Minnesota River Valley appealed to him 
and he finally decided on the purchase of a two hundred 
acre farm, close to the city limits of St. Peter, Minne- 
sota. First he named the farm Empire Stock Farm, in 
honor of the state from whence he came. Then he pur- 
chased a herd of Shorthorn cattle—and, Walter adds 
here, ‘“‘A good one, too.’’ William Schmidt became a 
successful farmer and breeder and a power in the com- 
munity life in his new surroundings. He was one of the 
first in that section to make extensive plantings of 
alfalfa, studied deeply on the breeding and mating of 
his animals and incorporated business methods in his 
farming and breeding operations. 

Six years later, in 1915, sensing a great develop- 
ment coming in the field of pure bred dairy cattle and 
conscious of a preference for the dairy cow in the minds 
of his four sons, William Schmidt finished off his steers 
for the market, sold his herd of Shorthorns and bought 
a foundation herd of pure bred Holsteins, making pur- 
chase of seventeen females in the old home state of 
New York. A few years later a program of official test- 
ing was begun that has continued almost uninterrupt- 
edly to date. Then the firm of William Schmidt and 
Sons made a purchase that marks the ascendency of Em- 
pire Stock Farm as breeders of quality Holsteins; they 
bought Sir Korndyke Bess Piebe, son of Sir Korndyke 
Bess, from Queen Piebe Ormsby Mercedes, with 1,136 





lbs. of butter (908 lbs. fat), and a daughter of Sir Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Mercedes. A bull of great dairy quality, 
his blood is carried by most of the members of, the 
present herd and there can be no doubt but that some 
of the quality in the Man-O-War daughters is accentu- 
ated by the presence of his blood. 


In 1924, with his youngest boy grown to manhood 
and each of his sons well schooled in his methods of 
farming and herd management, William Schmidt passed 
on. The firm of William Schmidt’s Sons was born, to 
carry on at Empire Stock Farm. ihe four brothers 
went right on building and developing a great herd of 
cattle, working just a bit harder, in sober determination 
to live up to their father’s teachings. At the present 
writing the brothers range in age from 30 to 44 years. 
The eldest is William Jr.; then, in order of age, come 
Frederick, Walter and Norman. Walter (Buck) is best 
known to Holstein breeders, as his job in the partner- 
ship is to show the cattle on the circuit and act as con- 
tact and sales man for the business. He is a graduate 
of the School of Agriculture, U. of M., is a director in 
the Minnesota Holstein Breeders’ Association and for 
some years past has been a delegate from Minnesota to 
the National Convention. Norman spends most of his 
time with the herd and has been out on the show cir- 
cuit and to many of the sales, so he, too, is known to 
many breeders. Fred and Will are stay-at-homes who 
do a darn good job of farming and pitch in for their 
share of the herd work. As an illustration of coopera- 
tion: the brothers rotate the duty of midnight milking 
of the test cows. In all other work on the farm the 
interested visitor sees the same unity of effort and this 
spirit in a large measure accounts for the success of 
the business. 

On February 3, 1923, a bull calf was born at the 
farm of Otto Grover, at Glyndon, Minnesota, that was 
destined to play a large part in the success of William 
Schmidt’s Sons. Almost immediately the boys were 
aware that their future herd sire was born and they 
moved for his purchase. A month later they bought 
the calf at a figure that made some of the old heads 
in the neighborhood wonder what the Schmidt boys 
were coming to. Later, the calf arrived at the farm and 
proved to be a beautful individual. He was by Sir Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and from a great daughter 
of the former state champion and transmitting cow, 
Ruby Karen Mercedes. The Schmidt brothers named 
him Man-O-War. He continued in service in the herd 
until June, 1930. At that time his daughters were 
making good records and his offspring were beginning 
to be noticed in the show ring. Seeing the great future 
for Man-O-War more clearly than any other except his 
owners, Mr. E. H. Maytag purchased the bull outright 
for service in his great herd at Newton, Iowa. In mak- 
ing this sale, the Schmidt brothers saw a great oppor- 
tunity for the bull, as their herd was then largely made 
up of his daughters and his use restricted to the founda- 
tion cows and a few of, his own daughters. However, 
their hopes and Mr. Maytag’s received a sudden shock 
when Man-O-War was so seriously injured in transit 
that he died. Persisting in his belief in the greatness 
of Man-O-War, Mr. Maytag did what he considered the 
next best thing; in three drafts from the Schmidt herd 
he purchased approximately half of the daughters. Two 
of these heifers have already completed Iowa_ State 
Records in the Maytag herd, another just finished with 
925 lbs. butter in senior two-year-old form, and Empire 
Ormsby Man-O-War Esther, that took her place with 
the 1931 and 1932 All-American ‘Gets’ for Man-O- 
War and completed Iowa State Records for Mr. Maytag 
in senior two-year-old form, is now on the last lap of 
one of the most sensational records of all time. I think 
that quite the greatest tribute than can be paid Man-O- 
War is that in spite of the fact that half of his best 
daughters have been sold, those that remain still make 
the herd a great one. 

In considering the record of ‘‘Josephine’ and all 
other records made at Kmpire Stock Farm, it further 
enhances the achievements when one considers that all 
records have been made entirely on home grown hay 
and grains; not one pound of concentrates being pur- 
chased for the test cows. The Schmidts are good cattle

Are We at the Cross Roads ? 


N Friday of last week, listened with much inter- 
O est to Mark Keeney’s radio talk on ‘‘Breeding Bet- 

ter Dairy Cattle Through Proved Production Rec- 
ords.” It was a thought-provoking discussion—and we 
are reproducing it as a leading feature of this issue of 
the World. 

We also have a personal letter from Mr. Keeney in 
which he expresses his conviction that the Holstein 
industry stands at the cross roads today and that the 
road which leads onward and upward is the one marked 
“mass testing.” He feels that the day of the forced 
record is definitely over—that the future of our breed 
depends upon wider use of the Herd Test by our breed- 
ers. Mark maintains that we must get our testing 
programs down to a more practical basis, and that we 
must learn to evaluate all of our records in terms of 
“two-time-a-day” production. He foresees the day when 
Class A production records, and to a lesser extent Class 
B, will be subordinated to Herd Test records in the 
value and importance breeders place upon them. 

Supt. Norton has stated that a 500-lb. herd average 
is more difficult to reach than a 1,000-lb. fat record on 
an individual cow, and the frequency with which they 
are made seems to bear out his assertion. The trend 
of the times in A. R. testing work undoubtedly is in 
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the direction of more practical every-day performance. 
The relatively greater increase in Class B and C work 
shows this clearly. 

On the other hand, our large individual records for 
a year and a series of years have done much to extend 
the popularity of our breed and to advance the recog- 
nition of meritorious strains—more effectively perhaps 
than would have been the case if these individuals had 
been tested ‘‘under wraps’’—had been producing under 
what might be called ‘‘average’’ conditions. Isn’t it 
possible also that our ‘‘average’’ standards of good 
dairy practice have been materially raised through the 
work we have done in Advanced Registry testing? 

One other thought we would like to interject here— 
the times we are going through are bound to color our 
views on many subjects. Are we not apt to find our- 
selves drifting in future years if we jump to the con- 
clusion now, through force of circumstances, that all 
of our old moorings are worthless and that we must 
cut loose from them. New times demand new measures, 
’tis true, but we must hold fast to that which is good 
in what we already have.

Congratulations, Canada 


ANADIAN Holstein breeders have reason to be proud 
C of the showing made by their Association this past 

year, as brought out in the reports of their annual 
meeting in Toronto, February 9. While there was a slight 
falling off from the 1931 levels, the Association did more 
business than in the previous year of 1930 and showed an 
operating profit of over $2,200, after investing $23,000 in 
Extension Service and paying exhibitors over $10,000 for 


grants at fairs. 


No wonder Canadian breeders came to the annual meet- 
ing well pleased with the way their Association affairs had 
been managed and no wonder the meeting was harmonious 
when the Board of Directors came out with whole-hearted 
support for measures to reduce the basic registration fee 
for females under a year old for the next two years, and 
to declare a three months’ moratorium on penalty fees for 
females between one and three years of age. 

Then in the evening at the banquet, they listened to a 
popular radio idol, were entertained by high class musical 
and comedy numbers, and then gave evidence of their 
national pride in Canadian achievements by a ceremony 
and presentation in honor of Tom Dent and his cow, 
Springbank Snow Countess, who has produced more butter 
in her life time than any other cow of any breed. The 
dignity and importance of the event in the minds of all 
was attested by the fact that the Premier of the Province 
himself made the presentation personally. 

The Canadian Association owns its own building in 
Brantford, Ontario, the building built originally for post 
office use. This provides ample facilities for all of the 
office activities of the Association, with an upper floor 
which is rented for club room purposes on a basis which 
practically takes care of the taxes and insurance of the 
property. 

Last year, they registered about 30% as many animals 
as the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, and ‘trans 
ferred about 40% as many, but they are putting almost as 
much money into their Extension work as the Holstein: 
Friesian Association of America is doing for its vastly 
greater territory. Last year, the Holstein-Friesian Aso 
ciation of Canada spent $23,143.15 in addition to $10,888.83 
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in grants to fairs for its Extension activity, while the Hol- 
tein-Friesian Association of America was spending under 
$24,000 directly through its National Extension Department 
with no offerings of prize money at fairs, but with the 
amounts turned back to the various state associations on 
the transfer fee apportionments to be added to tthe above 
total, bringing the grand total somewhat above the Cana- 
dian figures but nowhere near in proportion to the whole 
budget of expenditure for the size of the field they served. 
In the Canadian Association operations last year, the Ex- 
tension Service and grants to fairs made up 51% of ‘the 
whole cost of operating the association during the year. 
Possibly this liberal policy in connection with extension 
and promotional activity may be responsible in some de- 
gree for a very excellent showing in 1932, a showing which 
we believe has not been duplicated by any other breed 
organization in North America during the difficult year 
just completed. Again, we extend our congratulations to 
our Sister Association 'to the North.

OR our cover illustration this week, we have 
F selected the All-American Two-Year-Old Heifer of 

1932, Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur 224761 CHB. 
This beautful dairy animal was shown but once in 
1932, appearing in the milking two-year-old class at the 
Royal Winter Fair of Canada, which she won handily 
and was a serious contender for the senior champion- 
ship honors. As the name indicates, she was bred by 
Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec, where 
she is now owned, and her sire is that famous All- 
American winner of an earlier day, Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst, senior herd sire at Mount Victoria. Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst was himself three times All-American 
winner and a Reserve All-American winner on two other 
occasions. Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur is out of Bon- 
heur Abbekerk Posch 2d, one of the foundation females 
at Mount Victoria, herself a Reserve All-American win- 
ner as a junior yearling back in 1925, and with a two- 
year-old record of 452 lbs. fat. Bonheur Abbekerk 
Posch 2d was sired by Count Paul Echo Posch, so that 
this All-American winner is a three-fourths sister to 
Mr. Yates’ new herd sire and also to the twice Reserve 
All-American ‘‘Rag Apple’ son heading the Stevenson 
Farm herd in Ontario. Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur is 
now on test at Mount Victoria Farms in her first lacta- 
tion and barring accident we shall expect next fall to 
hear some good reports from her year’s work.

HOLSTEIN MILK TO DRINK 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read with great interest the articles by Prof. 
Strickland and Edward Tansky and would like to see 
their ideas put into effect. The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation is the largest and richest breed association in 
the world. Their product means more to the health 
and vigor of the nation than any other food product. 
What we need is more men like Prof. Strickland and Mr. 
Tansky to tell the world about it. It gives me a tired 
feeling when I hear a Holstein breeder talk high test 
milk. Holstein breeders can produce it more economi- 
cally than any other breed. As a rule, a high testing 
cow, regardless of breed, is not the highest producer 
of fat for the year or the most economical. I think 
the advocates of high test milk are doing untold dam- 
age both to the health of the people and the dairy 
industry. People do not drink high test milk; they 
buy it for the cream on top and in many cases make 
no use of the skimmilk. If we sold a lower test milk 
that people could drink, people that want cream would 
buy cream and buy milk to drink, and a much larger 
volume of milk and cream sold, which would mean 
health for the consumer and prosperity for the producer. 
I have talked with dealers that sell high test milk and 
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they all admit they sell very little cream. The dealer 
that boosts high test milk is hurting his own business. 
He sells very little cream and the milk he sells is not 
bought to drink. The Holstein Association would do 
well to impress that fact on the dealers, and, as Prof. 
Strickland and Mr. Tansky suggest, tell the story of 
Holstein milk to the public. Take a cue from the 
cigarette advertisements. If it was done good enough, 
people would be drinking more milk than ever before 
and inside of ten years the only place Channel Island 
cattle would be seen would be in zoos. I read an article 
in the World by a man that traveled in the countries 
of Europe and Canada and he said the best beef he ate 
was in Holland from Holstein cattle. I have butchered 
some yearling bulls and sold them by the quarter in 
two separate instances, and have been told that the 
beef was the best they ever bought.

DELEGATE REVISION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

Reading the accounts of some of the state association 
meetings as reported in the World, I am very much 
gratified to learn that two of them have expressed them- 
selves as in favor of a revision of the delegate allotments 
as adopted at the last convention. My own state associa- 
tion, however, in spite of standing fifth in numberof active 
members, went on record as opposed to working with the 
larger states to regain the more equitable delegate rep- 
resentation which was lost at the Madison convention. 
Since, however, only about 10% of the active national 
members of my state are affiliated with the state associa- 
tion, perhaps such action is not a true index as to the feel- 
ings of our members. 

Mr. Allison, of Wyoming, raises the undenied problem 
of vast territory and distance. Believe that under present 
plan, Texas has only one delegate. If my memory of 
geography serves me right, it is possible that the Texas 
delegate will have more territory to represent than a dele- 
gate having Montana, Wyoming and Nevada combined in 
a district. No doubt, the general level of dairying and 
dairy herds have been raised in many sections of the 
country the last decade, but I doubt if delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention have been responsible. If so, why cut 
some sections 50% and other sections none at all? Mr. 
Allison is no doubt aware that for the past nine years 
Wyoming has been allowed a delegate to the National 
Convention with railroad fare paid. Yet last June, it was 
shown that Wyoming has only sixteen active members. 
Ten of the nineteen states affected by my proposal have 
ten or less active members. My point is that in years 
past, and most of them would now be considered prosper- 
ous ones, the National Association has not received a very 
big return for money spent on delegates from certain 
states. Mr. Allison mentions having delegates pay part 
of the railroad fare. Why not have each state, in these 
times of financial distress to the National, pay its dele 
gates from the transfer fees going back to the states? Be- 
lieve such a proposal will surely bring discussion. 

The idea seems to still exist that the states having 
1,000 or more active breeders or members have reached 
the saturation point as far as pure bred Holsteins are con- 
cerned and future outlet must be in territories having few 
breeders. 

I wish to point out that at least in Illinois, and no doubt 
other large states, this is not true. Here in one corner of 
Illinois, within 75 miles of Chicago, we have 8,000 herds 
producing only half the milk for Chicago and its suburbs, 
the rest coming from Wisconsin and Indiana. These 8,000 
dairymen have a market for their product, have buildings 
and equipment, are versed in dairy practices, yet, judging 
from actual count and canvass in my own county, I would 
say that less than 1,000 of them own pure bred Holstein 
females to any extent, at least. Surely, this is just as 
fertile a field for pure bred Holsteins as the vast western 
or southern areas where little or no dairying is done, and 
if it were done or stimulated under present conditions, 
what would become of their dairy products or what would 
happen to the price of the products of those of us already 
in the industry? 

This situation, as I have presented it, is what leads me 
to believe that the larger states still are the fertile field 
for Holstein development and it is unwise for them to 
gaze so long at the seemingly distant green pastures that 
the crop at home is not harvested. Incidentally, the big 
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task before every breeder, regardless of location or size 
of operation, is to produce the kind of cattle that will 
convince every dairyman who sees them that pure bred 
Holsteins are a profitable necessity and not an expensive 


luxury. Such cattle will solve the question of breed ex- 
pansion, extension work, salesmanship and most other 
problems.

A “SMALL STATE” VIEW 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I have been reading with considerable interest an 
article on equalizing our delegate system by Mr. Charles 
W. Wray that was published on page 9 of the December 
31, 1932, issue of the World. He and others have raised 
the question as to whether it was a profitable business for 
the Holstein-Friesian Association to allow at least one 
delegate from each state. Personally, I believe it very 
much worthwhile to allow at least one delegate to each 
state as a matter of Holstein extension work. You will 
note from the table that he presents, that the entire cost to 
the Association for delegates is in the neighborhood of 
$7,000, which would hardly pay the salary and travel ex- 
pense of two full time extension men. 


I believe that the getting together of the delegates 
from each state and allowing them to talk over their prob- 
lems with the delegates from the various other sections 
and states is worth more than the good that could be 
accomplished by two more additional extension men, and 
cutting out the delegate system entirely. 


As I see the problem, if the total number of Holsteins 
in the United States is to be increased to any considerable 
extent, the increase must take place in a number of the 
Southern States where Mr. Wray proposes to reduce the 
number of the delegates to less than one per state. For 
instance, Texas alone has an area that is so large that if 
Texarkana were used as an axis and the state were given 
a quarter turn, El Paso would be in Canada. The 1930 
census gives Texas a little better than a million cows that 
are classified as dairy cattle and Wisconsin about 1,800,- 
000. A larger percentage of the cows in Texas are very 
poor producers and resemble Jerseys more than any other 
breed. A large percentage of these cows can and will be 
replaced by good cows and I can see no reason why a 
good number of them cannot be Holsteins. These must 
be bred in some other area and shipped into the different 
states for a considerable period of time. Some have re- 
marked that the breeders within this area has not done 
any worthwhile extension work. Let us see for a moment 
if this accusation is correct. As far-fetched as it may 
sound, there is still a large number of people in the 
Southern States that think that a black and white cow is 
a cross between a Hereford and an Angus. 


The first extension problem is to get. a few herds estab- 
lished that will show these people that Holsteins can pro- 
duce. What have we done? A few illustrations might be 
in order. Our herd, while it is a comparatively small one, 
stands sixth in average yearly production of fat for all the 
herds that have completed four years work, as reported in 
Volume IV of the Red Book. Recently we also completed 
an A. R. S. O. record on a heifer that makes her the na- 
tional class leader for junior two-year-olds for 305 days. 
However, all the recognition she received for her accom- 
plishment by the breed paper was a very short paragraph 
in an article concerning another cow. Then again, the 
highest butterfat, as well as milk, record made by any cow 
in Texas was made by a Holstein. This same cow is also 
the national champion for five and six lactations for cows 
milked three times per day. The highest herd in D. H. I. 
A. work for forty cows or more, milked three times or less 
per day, is also a Texas herd. I, therefore, believe that it 
is good business to have at least one delegate from each 
state, in spite of the fact that this delegate may cost the 
Association, in some instances, more than the Association 
receives in fees from that state.

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Beg Pardon, Purina 

HAT was a constructive piece of advertising copy 
I which Purina Mills ran in our issue of February 11, 
and we regret that some of the force of the argu- 
ment was lost through an error in printing. They gave 
the two steps necessary to take dairymen back to the 
profit-making days of 1929, the first step being to deter- 
mine the ‘‘Money-Making Line” for each herd, that is, 
the amount of milk each cow must give to pay for her 
feed. Assuming that this figure for Holsteins is 7,000 
lbs. milk, they suggest butchering or drying off all cows 
not able to produce that amount, thus helping solve the 
low-priced surplus problem as well as stopping the per- 
sonal loss on such cows. The second step is to give 
the remaining profit-making cows every opportunity to 
produce all the milk they can, as every extra pound 
means extra profit. This, of course, can only be done 
by better feed and care. This is a form of home farm 

relief that any dairyman can use in his own herd. 


Road to Better Breeding

The hope of the grade cow dairymen for improvement 
of their herds lies mainly in the use of registered sires. 
We, the pure bred breeders of this country, must see to it 
that we are able to give definite assurance to the grade 
cow dairymen that our registered bulls will improve their 
herds. To do this we must get down to fundamentals. 
Fundamental records mean testing all our cows under 
practical environments. Since, in most dairy herds, prac- 
tical environment means twice a day milking we must, to 
a large extent, discount records made on three and four 
milkings a day, and set up a practical standard of produc- 
tion on two milkings a day for our registered cows. Rec- 
ords made on more than twice a day milking are of value 
in finding our very best cows but the weakness is that we 
test only a limited number of cows and many rather or- 
dinary cows make what appears to be good records when 
fed and milked so often. A two year old heifer that makes, 
on two milkings a day, a record of 350 pounds fat in ten 
months or 400 pounds fat in a year and a mature cow that 
makes, on two milkings a day, a record of 480 
pounds fat in ten months, or 560 pounds fat in a year, has 
as great a productive inheritance and is just as good a 
cow as any mature cow on three milkings a day making 
700 pounds fat in a year. This is my experience based on 
some 400 Advance Registry records made in our Over- 
brook herd, half of them made on twice-a-day milking. 

We must do mass testing of our registered dairy cows 
and it is not practical for most breeders to milk more than 
twice daily. Therefore, our fundamental records will be 
on twice-a-day milking. 

Ten years ago we established at. Overbrook Dairy, 
Cedar Grove, N. J., a herd of 100 Registered Holsteins. 
selecting them, to the best of our ability, for dairy con- 
formation and breeding. Our original herd averaged 12,000 
pounds milk per year per cow, a very high average. By 
testing and culling we had in two years reached the 13,000 
pound mark but it has taken us eight more years of con- 
tinuous testing, culling, and breeding to cross the 14,000 
pound mark and attain a 500 pound fat average on a herd 
of 100 milking cows. 

These years of continuous record testing have shown 
us certain families whose high producing ability is a true 
and fixed character which can be depended on to be trans- 
mitted uniformily to succeeding generations. Other fami- 
lies have been discarded because of their lack of uniform 
ability. Only by continuous testing can we, or any other 
breeder, accurately determine the true worth of our cattle 
and no breeder of registered cattle is worthy of the name, 
who does not keep production records. 

The hope of the future lies with those individuals and 
families of cattle carrying a true and fixed inheritance for 
high production. We must find our prepotent sires and 
our great producing dams as shown by the record per- 
formances of all their progeny and above all we must dis- 
card those which are unworthy. From these high produc- 
ing strains of registered cattle we can, and will, build up, 
not alone the production of our registered herds, but we 
will also produce young bulls carrying a true inheritance 
for high production. These young bulls in turn will go 
into our herds of grade cattle where they can be used with 
definite assurance of increasing production, our ultimate 
aim being to increase the production and efficiency of all 
the dairy cows in America.

men and take excellent care of their animals, but it 
seems to be a part of their cow religion, or whatever 
you might term it, that cows should eat what is grown 
on the farm and run out mornings 365 days of the year. 
Not a single cow has had the benefit of a box stall, 
each of them standing in place in the stanchions or tie 
stalls. 

In the Empire Stock Farm herd are several large 
family groups, so that when a great record is made or 
a show animal of Schmidt breeding wins at the fairs, a 
large number of animals in the herd are complimented. 
Shortly after Man-O-War came into the herd, several 
foundation cows that were, or have since proved them- 
selves to be great transmitters, were purchased and 
added to the herd. These include Tyler Bess (911 lbs. 
butter), a granddaughter of ‘37th’’ and dam of Man-O- 
War Monarch, Reserve All-American junior yearling 
bull, 1932; Mankato Ormsby Pietertje (886 lbs. of but- 
ter), a daughter of Mankato Ruby Marathon Ormsby 
and Miss Pietertje Burke (1,100-lb. daughter of Sir 
P. O. M. 14th); the old ‘‘Goldie’’ cow, with over 800 
lbs. of butter—-probably the greatest foundation cow 
in the old Spaulding herd and dam of Empire Ormsby 
Alma, that sweet three-year-old daughter of Man-O- 
‘War now on test in the Schmidt herd. Last, but cer- 
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tainly not least, among these foundation cows, is Man- 
Kanto Lassie Ormsby. Old ‘‘Lassie’’ was purchased by 
the Schmidts at the age of eight years. At the time 
she was carrying a full sister to Miss Lassie Ormsby. 
Counting this heifer, she has dropped seven calves at 
Empire Stock Farm, three sons and four daughters. The 
first daughter, just referred to, was sold to C. E. Grif- 
fith, and teamed up with her famous full sister to win 
the produce classes at the corn-belt and southwest 
shows. Unfortunately, she died, but dropped one heifer 
calf that recently sold for the top price paid for females 
in the Griffith Dispersal. The next two daughters, full 
sisters by Man-O-War, are owned by Mr. Maytag (one 
the All-American four-year-old of 1932—the other a 
winning two-year-old on the circuit) paired up to win 
All-American Produce Award for Mankato Lassie Orms- 
by. This is the third successive year in which Mankato 
Lassie Ormsby has been so honored, a record approached 
by no other cow. The youngest daughter, by Man-O- 
War 30th, now a promising yearling, is also owned by 
Mr. Maytag. The oldest son, Man-O-War Lassie, is in 
service in the herd of G. Harold Cowles, Ashville, N. Y., 
and was a prize winner at the 1932 New York State 
Fair. The next son, Man-O-War Sir Lassie, was a blue- 
ribbon senior yearling with the Silver Glen herd in,1932 
and is now owned by Sedgwick, Brandt and O’Connor, 
Limeridge, Wis. The youngest son, a May calf, by 
King Bessie Ormsby Hazelwood, is still owned by the 
Schmidts. 


Today the Empire Stock Farm herd is made up of 
seventy head, twenty-six of which are daughters of 
Man-O-War. The principal herd sire is King Bessie 
Ormsby Hazelwood, son of King Bessie Ormsby Piet- 
ertje, from Hazelwood Johanna Skylark, a ‘1,031-lb.’’ 
former reserve All-American, that has already proved 
herself one of the best breeding cows in the Elmwood 
herd. His oldest daughter is now well along on test at 
St. Peter, showing a consistent test of over 4% and 
promises to better 850 lbs. of butter at just over two 
years of age. The offspring of King Bessie Ormsby 
Hazelwood are uniformly good, and those from the Man- 
O-War daughters show exceptional promise; being a 
bit wider in the loin and showing a bit more ruggedness 
than the Man-O-Wars at the same age, with no apparent 
let-up in the Man-O-War quality. The Schmidts are 
planning on using Man-O-War Monarch as junior sire. 
Previous to his sale to Mr. Maytag last summer, they 
had Man-O-War 62nd in heavy service, and a number 
of his likely looking calves are to be seen in the pens. 

Several cows now on test at the home of Man-O- 
Wars have already been mentioned. Others are, Em- 
pire Ormsby Queen Bess, full sister to Clara (dam of 


“Esther’’), making over 1,100 Ibs. butter; Empire 
Ormsby Mabel, by a 1,000-lb. son of Man-O-War and 
from a ‘1,000-lb.”’ daughter of Man-O-War, running 


the strongest of any cow ever on test at the farm and 
expected to better 1,000 lbs. of fat; and Empire Ormsby 
Rose, full sister to Tilly (1,000-lb. daughter of Man- 
O-War), making close to 1,000 lbs. butter at four years 
of age. 

The Schmidts have sold cattle from the herd into 
thirty of the forty-eight states in the Union. Herd sires 
of their breeding are standing in service in some of the 
great herds of the country. Man-O-War is being ac- 
claimed as the successor to ‘“‘37th’’ in the line of suc- 
cession of great Ormsby sires. Inquiries for breeding 
stock are being received from all sections of the coun- 
try and from foreign lands as well. They have a great 
young sire in service, that appears to be going right on 
where Man-O-War left off. The four Schmidt brothers 
are far more interested in talking of the result of mat- 
ings that they are making today than in recounting the 
things that they have achieved in the past, which is 
very becoming but not unlooked for in the sons of Wil- 
liam Schmidt, the elder. If faith, intelligent care and 
hard work will do it, we can expect them to not only 
maintain their position as breeders, but to go on to still 
greater heights. -—

1325712, a member of his herd, gave 
birth to a heifer calf that tipped the 
scales at 163 lbs. Dr. A. O. Cawley, 
attending veterinarian, reported this 
as the largest calf he had ever seen. 
The dam has a record as a three-year- 
old of 12,701 lbs. milk, 423.1 lbs. fat, 
and the sire of this large calf is Ade- 
quate Ormsby Pontiac Finderne 
5102038.

Pabst Sir Cascade Eyebright, a 
yearling son of Carnation Sensation, 
has been leased by Pabst Farms to 
the Michigan State College at East 
Lansing. 

This young bull is a very fine indi- 
vidual, straight with a good body and 
an attractive head. He is from the 
Eyebright family, his dam being Pabst 
Creator Eyebright who has 967 Ibs. 
of butter as a 4-year-old and a test of 
3.7%. She is a daughiter of Creator 
and is rated Very Good. She has two 
A. R. daughters in the Pabst herd, 
Pabst Creator Eyebright 2nd rated 
Very Good with 1,015 lbs. of butter as 
a 3-year-old and a test of 3.7% and 
also 712 lbs. of fat in Class C, and 
Pabst Prilly Creator Eyebright with 
767 lbs. of butter as a 2-year-old with 
a test of 3.6%. The latter was a 
member of the 1st prize A. R. Get at 
the Nattional in 1931. The 1st prize 2- 
year-old at Wisconsin in 1932 is a 
member of the Eyebright family. 

The breeding of this bull gives him 
Sir Inka May and Creator as his 
grandsires. He represents the 5th 
generation of the Eyebright family in 
the Pabst herd.

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New Jersey News 


The Annual Meeting of the New 
Jersey Association held in Trenton on 
January 26th was a splendid success 
with approximately 100 present. 

A Nominating Committee consisting 
of John Van Doren, Henry Field, W. 
W. Elliott reporting Peter P. Van 
Nuys of Belle Mead for re-election as 
president, M. H. Keeney, Cedar Grove, 
vice president, Stanley Roberts, R. & 
D. Port Jervis, Sec’y-Treas.; and 
Henry Schmidt, Trenton for Treas- 
urer, all of whom were unanimously 
elected. Mr. Schmidt replaced Harry 
W. Read, Vineland, as treasurer. 





Director Martin J. Sheridan, Jr., of 
Lebanon, made a splendid talk on the 
milk control work being done in the 
State. Mr. Sheridan is the Associa- 
tion’s representative on the State 
Dairy Advisory Committee to the State 
Board of Agriculture, and has served 
as chairman of that group. He is also 
the Holstein member of the General 
Committee in charge of the State 
Products Show. 

Mr. Sheridan stated that New Jer- 
sey farmers produce one-half as much 
milk as is consumed in the State. The 
present policy is to let New Jersey 
farmers produce the milk consumed in 
New Jersey providing they will equip 
to produce a superior product from 
the standpoint of cleanliness and will 
produce a sufficient quantity of it. If 
they do not produce a superior prod- 
uct of course milk of a better grade 
will be permitted to come in from 
other territories. During the past 
year thousands of permits to. ship 
milk into New Jersey have been can- 
celled. A year ago there were 63,000 
shippers supplying milk from outside 
the State, whereas today there are 
30,000 less than a year ago. This 
policy can only proceed, however, as 
New Jersey dairymen improve the 
quality of their home-produced prod- 

uct. 


Enos J. Perry, State Dairy Exten- 
sion Specialist, gave a talk on “Bulls” 
and set forth his definition of a 
“Worthy Proved Bull,” as one whose 
first five daughters equals or exceeds 
the production of their dams _ provid- 
ing the dams exceed the Advanced 
Registry requirements by 20%. 





Mark H. Keeney said we _ should 
have some effort put forth in behalf 
of young unproven bulls of known 
backing and not confine all our talk 
to old proven bulls. Proven Bulls are 
very scarce and not nearly available 
in sufficient numbers to supply the 
needs of the general dairymen. 


A. N. Crissey spoke of plans for 
“The Dairyman’s Sale,” to be held in 
Springfield, Mass., on February 24th. 
and of the plan proposed by presi- 
dent Van Nuys of the New Jersey As- 
sociation for a New Jersey State Sale. 


Dr. Jacob Lipman, director of the 
Experiment Station gave a very in- 
teresting address pointing out that 
the law of diminishing returns pro- 
hibits, feeding as much grain when 
milk sells for $1.00 or for .85 cents

per hundred weight. He stated that 
we can afford to feed pure breds 
more than grades and still net as 
much profit, and he especially stress- 
ed the importance of building up our 
pastures. Another very interesting 
remark during his address which at- 
tracted later comment from some in 
the audience, was that if each of the 
school children in New Jersey were to 
drink a pint of milk a day they would 
consume all of the milk produced in 
the State. 

The treasurers report showed a 
balance of $317.00 in the bank. 

Fifty-four members paid their dues 
to the New Jersey Association follow- 
ing an amendment to the By-Laws 
placing the yearly dues at $1.00 and 
including a subscription to “The Hol- 
stein-Friesian World.” 





Another change in the By-Laws pro- 
posed by Mr. Sheridan will automa- 
tically advance the Vice President to 
the office of president each year here- 
after. Mr. Sheridan stated that this 
was the practice of the State Dairy 
Committee and had proven so satisfac- 
tory in keeping the organization on 
its toes that he felt it would be a 
good plan for our Association to fol- 
low. 


Professor Howard C. Barker, Secre- 
tary of the Maryland Holstein-Friesian 
Association gave a very inspiring ad- 
dress and succeeded in convincing 
his audience that the Holstein cow 
will continue her position as the lead- 
ing dairy breed in America. Mr. 
Barker gave suggestions for building 
up a pure bred herd and proved con- 
clusively that it pays to make produc- 
tion records. Mr. Barker believes the 
four-time-a-day milking will decline in 
popular favor and finally be discon- 
tinued just as did the 7-day system 
of record making. 


Professor J. W. Bartlett, head of 
the Dairy Department at the College, 
gave a most informative and interest- 
ing talk based on a survey which his 
department has made of various sires, 
and of dam and daughter combi- 
nations, with respect to fat test. This 
address contained much valuable in- 
formation and gave his listeners a 
better idea of what to expect when 
breeding for high test. 


New Jersey Holstein Cow Selected for 
Model 
A New Jersey Holstein cow, or 
rather her ghost, will be exhibited by 
the International Harvester Company 
at the Chicago jWorld’s Fair. The 
image is being fashioned by Mess- 
more & Damon, famous makers of life 
size mechanical animals in New York, 
who have procured a real Holstein 
from a New Jersey breeder at the 
reputed cost of $500 
The cow is now serving as a model 
for the sculptors at their West 27th 
street factory where her image is be- 
ing made in potter’s clay. A papier- 
mache cow will then be made from 
clay model and the live cow slaugh- 
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tered in order that her hide may be 
stretched over the model. 

A large black spot on the cow’s 
side will become a door through which 
a mechanic may enter to repair her 
internal machinery. The cow will 
move about and try to act just as 
natural cows do, and will even give 
milk, we are told. In fact she is now 
producing five to six gallons a day 
which is being given to destitute 
families in the neighborhood who 
ccme for it daily with pails. It is esti- 
mated that by the time she reaches 
the World’s Fair, she will probably 
have cost her owner about $3,000, so 
you see Holsteins, especially New 
Jersey Holsteins, are still pretty valu- 
able. 





WISCONSIN MILK STRIKE 

Directors of the Wisconsin Coop- 
erative Milk Pool, an _ organization 
claiming ten thousand members, voted 
unanimously February 8 for a state- 
wide milk strike in protest against 
present milk prices. The demands 
are for a minimum price of $1.40 a 
hundred for 3.5% milk or 40 cents a 
pound for butterfat. 

Center of activities appear to be in 
Outagamie County, with some spread 
to Waupaca, Winnebago and Dodge 
counties. News reports appearing up 
to February 20 have indicated no 
great further spread of the movement. 
Milwaukee Producers Cooperative has 
definitely declined to join the strike. 
Many dairymen of the state feel that 
the strike is not the proper method 
of solving the milk problem. 





P. F. Krause, Superintendent of the 
Cattle Department at U. S. Naval 
Academy Dairy, reports splendid re- 
sults from the small advertisement 
they have been carrying in the World. 
Mr. Krause writes that they receive 
a great many inquiries for service age 
bulls and that they have sold quite a 
number of youngsters, including two 
to Dr. Coleman G. Buford of Chicago, 
both from dams which they purchased 
in the last Royal Brentwood. One of 
these is sired by Carnation Sensation 
and out of Pabst Virginia Rose Prilly 
and the other out of SX Bess Ormsby 
Belmont and sired by King Bessie 
Mabel Susie. They have also sold 
three sons of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
57th, one going to Hampton Institute, 
Hampton, Va., another ‘to Rosewood 
State Training School.

1933 Goal 

After discussing the membership 
for 1933 with the officers and several 
of our local clubs and the directors of 
the State Association, it has been de- 
cided to make the membership goal 
for 1933 One Thousand Members. The 
first remark of Mr. Howard relative 
to the goal which we set for Chenango 
County was that we set a pretty high 
standard for them. He then went out 
and proceeded to reach this standard. 
Chenango County has now sent in 
more members than they had for the 
past year and are within two thirds 
of the total membership required for 
their 1933 goal. Several other clubs 
have practically reached this goal at 
the present time. Mr. Hugh Hum- 
phreys from Oneida County reports 
that he is confident that Oneida 
County will go over the top before 
April ist. 

Membership Credits 

Credits for prize money in the mem- 
bership campaign has been slightly 
changed for 1933. The same credits 
will be given as for 1932 with the ex- 
ception that double credit will be 
given for all memberships handed in 
before April lst. This will give every 
club additional credit that takes ad- 
vantage of getting their membership 
campaign over with before spring 
work opens up and previous to our 
annual banquets. Every member of 
the New York Holstein Association 
should assist their officers and 
directors in getting double credits for 
their membership dues and thus make 
their club eligible for some prize 
money by sending in their dues imme- 
diately, without solicitation, to his 
local secretary. Remember the dues 
this year are three dollars. 

In sending in your dues, please 
designate specifically your wishes re- 
garding the subscription to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World. Over fifty per 
cent of the membership is handed in 
without a statement from the person 
paying their dues regarding their 
wishes in this matter. This requires 
extra postage and unnecessary office 
labor and delay. 

Extension Contest 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Directors held Wednesday, February 
15th, it was decided that the exten- 
sion contest for 1933 should be prac- 
tically the same as for 1932 with a 
few minor changes such as credit for 
membership as mentioned above. 
Rules for the 1933 contest will be sent 
to the local officers before March Ist. 

The smaller clubs should keep in 
mind that we will carry on the same 
division of clubs for 1933 as in the 
past. This will again give the small 
clubs the same opportunity for win- 
ning prize money as it gives to the 
clubs from the larger districts. 


1933 Budget 
The directors adopted an estimated 
budget for 1933 which was one 
thousand dollars less in expenditures 
than was expended in 1932. The 
1933 budget is a reduction of prac- 
tically fifty per cent in the total ex- 


penditures within the last two years. 
Even the reduction of one thousand 
dollars in the budget takes into con- 
sideration an anticipated increase in 
members because of the decreased 
dues. We need the additional mem- 
bers more than ever for this year. 


March Program 

The officers of the county clubs re- 
ceived the program for February. Re- 
ports indicated that most of the clubs 
held their meetings, checked their 
committees and have their member- 
ship program well underway. The 
program for March is now being sent 
out. It is expected that the principal 
discussion at the March meeting, 
appointment of an extra committee to 
take care of the spring banquets to be 
held in April, and arrangements for 
special talent and designating the 
place for holding this banquet. 

Many Holstein breeders inquire at 
the meetings whether or not we are 
to hold the series of spring banquets. 
The Board of Directors at their meet- 
ing approved this series of meeting 
for 1933. They will probably be held 
during the first two weeks in April. 
Every club wishing to hold a banquet 
should instruct their secretary to 
notify the State Secretary at once so 
that they can be put on the list. 

The principal entertainer for this 
series of meetings has not been en- 
gaged. Because of the high standard 
that has been set during the past two 
years, it is rather difficult to find new 
talent that will equal the splendid lec- 
tures given by the Michigan State 
Secretary Mr. Hayes. Any suggestions 
are in order. In fact every member 
who has a suggestion for these meet- 
ings is encouraged and urged to send 
their suggestions to the State Secre- 
tary at once. 


Sale of Holstein Milk 

President Chaffee called the atten- 
tion of the Board of Directors to the 
recent articles in the Holstein-Frie- 
sian World written by Dr. Strickland. 
Following a discussion of these splen- 
did articles, it was voted on motion by 
Mr. Carl Wooster and seconded by 
Mr. W. D. Brown that the Board of 
Directors are in accord with the 
Strickland articles feeling that Hol- 
stein milk in need of greater advertis- 
ing and publicity and heartily approve 
the promotion of the idea. It was also 
voted to instruct the secretary to 
send a copy of this motion to Secre- 
tary Houghton Seaverns of the Na- 
tional Holstein Association and the 
Holstein-Friesian World. 


Cattle Wanted 
On talking with members of the 
Association, they frequently mention 
a desire to sell surplus stock. They 
express considerable surprise when I 
mention that the State Association re- 
ceives at more or less regular inter- 
vals, inquiries as to where desirable 

animals can be purchased. 


Inquiries for the purchase of bulls 
and females are referred from time to 
time to the officers and directors of 
the local clubs. It is expected that 
these officers will make this informa- 


tion available to their members. A 
few of the clubs have asked the State 
Association to send the information to 
their entire membership. In order to 
do this the local clubs must 
guarantee the cost of postage and 
stationery for this particular service. 


There is issued from the secretary’s 
office a bull sales list. This list is 
brought upto-date every month. A 
definite system has been established 
whereby the list is kept up-to-date in 
every county agent’s office, with 
every Dairy Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciation testers, and some of the voca- 
tional agricultural teachers of the 
State. Over three hundred bulls of 
the Holstein breed are listed at the 
present time. This list is sent to all 
persons inquiring for the purchase of 
Holstein bulls. The listing of Holstein 
bulls is available to every Holstein 
breeder in New York State. How- 
ever, because of the number of ani- 
mals we are receiving for listing, it is 
necessary for us to limit this service 
to a definite standard. The standard 
established at the present time is that 
the mother of the bull must have at 
least 400 pounds of fat made under 
one of the various forms of super- 
vision that is recognized. 

We have frequent requests from 
dairymen who wish us to dispose of 
their old herd sires that they are 
through with, and occasionally old 
herd sires that are undesirable be 
cause of slowness stirility and unde- 
sirable offspring. There are a good 
many old bulls that are very valuable. 
However, old bulls that we do not 
have definite assurance of their 
ability to sire good type and satisfac- 
tory production are more of a risk 
than the purchase of a yearling. There 
is very little demand for such sires. 
It is hoped that all of the Holstein 
breeders in the State who wish to 
keep old bulls in service for a longer 
period of time would avail themselves 
of one of the forms of record keeping 
service, preferably Holstein Herd 
Registry testing, in order that we 
may save more of these old bulls for 
the improvement of the breed. 


Every Holstein breeder in the State 
who has a bull calf out of a good sire 
and a dam that has made 400 pounds 
of butterfat or more is encouraged to 
list this bull with us. Approximately 
one fifth of all the bulls listed during 
the past year have been sold as a re- 
sult of our bull sales list. There is no 
charge for this service, neither do we 
guarantee sales. It is our desire to 
be of service to both the buyer and 
seller. Breeders wishing to buy good 
Holstein bulls are also encouraged to 
look over the list to see what is avail- 
able in New York State. 

Local Activities 

Reports have been received from 
several local clubs that held their 
February meetings. These reports in- 
dicate that most of the clubs have 
been following the suggestion and 
program of the State Association.

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ILLINOIS ANNUAL MEETING 


Some forty or fifty members of the 
Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association 
were present for a most enthusiastic 
meeting at the Hotel Baker in St. 
Charles on January 24th. The entire 
day was given over to business dis- 
cussion beginning at 10:00 A. M. with 
a Directors’ Meeting, which was fol- 
lowed by a luncheon meeting of the 
general membership, which extended 
well into the late afternoon. 


Reduction in annual membership 
fees which have been maintained up to 
the date of this meeting without 
change for a number of years was 
one of the principal items of business. 
This resolution, introduced by Mr. K. 
M. Green proposed an amendment to 
the By-Laws providing for a minimum 
fee of $5.00 and maximum fee of 
$10.00, and met with general approval, 
and was adopted unanimously. 


This reduction in fees was made 
possible by reduced operating ex- 
penses and a budget which while ma- 
terially lower than that adopted for 
any other year, will allow for main- 
tenance of all the regular activities 
of the Association with the exception 
of publication of the monthly bulle-

Clinton F. Rines, Westbrook, Maine, 
has recently purchased a half interest 
in Baker Farm Contender from Baker 
Farm, Rockingham, N. H. This bull 
is a son of Sir Inka May Walker, fa- 
mous Baker Farm herd sire, out of a 
Canadian bred cow that is described 
by Vere Culver as “a magnificent in- 
dividual that produces 500 Ibs. fat 
every year and averages better than 
a calf a year.”

Practically all the active Holstein 
counties have held their annual winter 
meetings and enthusiasm and opti- 
ism are more in evidence than in the 
year just past. All the organized 
counties of last year are in the run- 
ning again and three new ones will 
step into the race. 

Chickasaw county unit held a meet- 
ing at New Hampton on Jan. 10th and 
had 12 paid up members on the day 
of the Holstein rally. Black Hawk had 
about seventy at their noon luncheon 
on Jan. 13 and their good program 
was deserving of the attendance. Ac- 
cording to their Pres. Orville Hamer 
and their Sec’y Paul Barger they will 
better their membership record of 36 
which was the highest in the state in 
1932. Tama county inactive in 1932 
promises to be among the leaders in 
1933. They have the good Holsteins 
and the necessary leadership. Jasper 
county the home of the famous May- 
tag herd tossed its hat into the ring 
and will have a substantial group of 
affiliated members and Warren coun- 
ty inactive last year has organized 
determined to see it through. 

The other county units that are out 
in front boosting Holsteins are Fay- 
ette, Clayton, Linn, Hardin, Marshall, 
Webster, O’Brien and Franklin many 
other counties will have from one to 
six members. 

In Ames on Feb. 9th after the Iowa 
State Dairy Association meeting in the 
morning and the Dairymans’ Lunch- 
eon the Holstein Breed Association 
held their mid-winter meeting.

A resolution was adopted unani- 
mously favoring the present T. B. test 
law in Iowa and an optional plan for 
accrediting herds as free from Bang’s 
Abortion was adopted and forwarded 
to the state house. 

Thirteen Iowa breeders were nomi- 
nated as the choice of the breed as- 
sociation to attend the National con- 
vention in June. Iowa is eligible to 
send four voting delegates this year. 

Picnic committee composed of M. 
M. Campbell, Orville Hamer and Cecil 
Bayer were instructed to go ahead 
with plans for summer picinc to be 
held at Hamer’s Farm south of Water- 
loo. Date tentatively set for June 
22nd. 

Opposition to the raise in testing 
fees was voiced by the group and a 
favorable discussion of the herd test 
plan was lead by Floyd Johnson. A 


resolution favoring a tariff on pure 
bred cattle equal to the difference in 
money exchange between Canada and 
the United States was passed and for- 
warded to the Holstein Extension 
Office. 

The motion made at the annual 
meeting in October setting the price 
of prize watches was repealed and the 
prize committee composed of Wright, 
Johnson and H. Laren were instruc- 
ted to select reliable watches subject 
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to the approval of the executive com- 
mittee. 

The secretary was instructed to 
send a letter of appreciation to M. 
Mortensen Prof. of Dairying for his 
efforts in the supervision of the Iowa 
Advanced Registry work during the 
years that he has had charge. The 
secretary was also instructed to send 
best regards to W. B. Barney wishing 
him rapid and complete recovery 
from his present illness. Mr. Barney 
has a long record of consistent atten- 
dance at our Holstein meetings and 
his presence was sorely missed.
